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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the art on record fails to 
teach data relating to the first card, as well as a second management code, are recorded in the second chip card and further argues that 
the combination of references does not disclose the concept of generating a second management code in accordance with data relating 
to a first chip card and identification data of a second chip card. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner would point out that data 
stored in IC-1 (i.e., new communication algorithm) is transferred into IC2 and stored in IC-2, that is broadly interpreted by the examiner in 
view of the specification as data relating to IC-1 is stored in the 2nd IC [see leki column 4, lines 37-65]. Examiner would also point out 
that the concept of generating new management code based on prior data and new data is taught by Bosen [see Bosen column 4, lines 
25-49].
